Preliminary Note: This office action incorporates new grounds of rejection only with 
respect to claims 33-35. Accordingly, the proposed amendment after final rejection is approved 
for entry and this office action is made non-final. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 33: The preamble of claim 33 calls for "the method of claim 28". However, 
claim 28 appears in the form of a computer program product rather than a method. Thus, a 
reference to "the method of claim 28" is not entirely consistent with the structure of claim 28 as a 
computer program product. This can be corrected by incorporating the following language as the 
preamble to claim 33: 

"The computer program product of claim 28, where the program means for determining 
further performs the act(s) of ". 

Claims 34-35: Claims 34-35 also refer to a method claim in the chain of dependency. 
These claims can be corrected by adopting the same suggestion as set forth in claim 33. 

Claims 33-35 would be allowable if written to overcome the rejection under 35 USC 1 12. 
Claims 24-32 are allowable as currently presented.
